directed to the Bay Pond office 
The m atter wa* brought to the ut 
tentier) of Postm aster General Meye 
through letters received from various 
parts of the country arui he has de 
term ined not only to ascertain th 
facts regarding it, but lf possible to 
reestablish the postoffice ar Brando 
or at some nearby point outside of 
the estate of Mr 
Rotk**feller which 
will be convenient for the people of 
m a t vo in i'* .
